I told him that there was no use 
trying to run the establishment, that 
there was not stock enough left to 
pay for keeping it up, and that I had 
turned them all over to the Shoshone 
outfit. He answered in that easy-go- 
ing way of his: "Walter, you're ex- 
cited. You go ahead and run this out- 
fit Just the same as you have been 
doing." And he kept that outfit up 
lust to keep his men employed at v 
time when they needed it most. And 
there was not a cent of reduction in 
their wages either. 


"His arts of personal kindness to 


his men would fill a book. Speaking 
of my own case I can say that when I 
got badly hurt In Elko and was lai* 
up in the hospital for eight months, 
every cent of my expenses was paid by 
him, and my full pay ran on Just the 
«ame as if I had been at work. And 
my situation was waiting for me the 
day I came out of the hospital. 


"I could go on and relate dozens of 


other instances of the same sort. As 1 
remarked before, no man could have 
better friend in an employer than the 
men who work for John Sparks. 
I 


hope that the workfngmen of Nevada 
will not listen to any such lies as have 
been put out, saying that Mr. Sparks 
;s not the friend of the workingman.

'BHBT COBOT LODGE, the spokesman for the Repub- 


lican party in the Senate and of the administration 


Has declared that "strikes, lockouts, labor troubles anfl 
general business depressions are In the interest of the 
Democratic party."
